Nothing of the kind, It would simply open 
the door far native-prbwn and for Persian opium; 
and those poor Indian ryots would suffer in order 
that Persian cultivators might gain the profits 
which the morality of that) House had deprived 
them of. Indian opm in China was a luxury, 
jist'as French wine was a luxury in this country. 
The common people in England consumed beer 
and giny ard the tich drank wine. So. the! 
‘Chinese common people consumed native-growh 
Chinese opium while the richer classes in China 
indulged in Indian opium, [t would be just as 
‘sensible for the French Government to stop the 
uade in French wine because ofthe intemperate 
use of pin and beer in Great Britain as it would 


be for the Government of India to stop the trade i 


in Indian opium becatise of the excesses of the 
Chincse consumers of ‘native-grown’, Chinese 
opium. Nay, the action af the French Govern- 
tentin such a case, would be more sensible 
than that of the Indian Government, becausé 
the French’ Government would be. inflicting 
injury on their own prople, whereas we should 
he indulying our high moral sénse at the 
@xpense of the Indian ryot, who didnot under. 
stand our scruples or ‘our motives. (Hear, 
hear): He coasulered that the last part. of 
the rselution was really an insult to China, 
‘The hon. member for Flintshire invited the 
Housé to urge Her Majzsty’s’ Government to 
mumate tothe Government of China “that in 
the next revision: of the Treaty of Tientsin full 
power will be given to extinguish the trade in 
apiumn if it thinks fit." -A’ great independent 
Power like China-daxd not want such an assurance 
from us. Mr. Lay, who was secretiry to Lord” 
Elgin’s mission, said :—* All the negotiations 
at Tientsia ‘passed through me Not one word 
upon either side was eversald about opium fiom 
Girsttolast. ‘The preparation of the tariff devolved 
upon meat the desire of the Chinese no less than 
of Lord: Elgin, When I cauv to opium I inquired 
what course they proposed to take in respect to 
it, The answer was,‘ We have resolved to put 
it into the tariff as foreigm medicine,! 
moderate duty in view of the cost of collection, 
which they agreed to. This represents with strict 
accuracy the amount of ‘extortion! resorted to.” 
Mr Laurence CHiphant s —“ When we came 
to the article topium?’
